ORDER SURPRISES 


To the surprise of everyone,

Every professional man who dic- 
tates daily business letters is an 
embryo scenario writer. 

Olga Printzlau, scenarist, is re- 
sponsible for that statement. She 


deciares that the basic principle is 
the same in both business letters 
and scenarios. 

“The successful business man 80 
dictates his letters that they seize 
upon the attention of addressees in 
the very first ph, states 
Miss Printzlau. “Following the 
first paragrph, he attempts to in- 
ject a punch into each sentence, 
building up to a final climax that 
is expected to clinch his point. 
“So does the scenarist work. The 
opening scenes must seize upon the 
attention of the audience. There- 
after other scenes must contain in- 
| dividual punches, all of which must 
build up to the final smashing cli 


“Good business letter writers 
may not necessarily make good 
/scenarists, since they may lack the 
story imagination. But I believe 
that every scenario writer is capa- 
ble of a very strong business let- 
ter—one that is short, terse and ef- 
fective.”

FIGHTING COMMUNISM 


“How did Czecho-Slovakia fight 
off Bolshevist propaganda? was 
my first question. 

“By letting it fight itself,” Dr. 
Benes came back quickly. “For 
our size, we probably had more 
Communist propaganda within 
our borders than any other Fur- 
open country. But neither Presi- 
dent Masaryk nor | believe in 
force and we let anyone who 
wanted to discuss Communism, 
discuss it. If anyone wanted to go 
to Russia, we gladly issued «a 
Passport. I used to tell them, 
‘I know Troteky and these gen- 
tlemen myself. Go and have «a 
talk with them.’ They went 
away enthusiastic, and came back 
disillusioned. 

“We even allowed the Russian 
Trade Delegation to enter our 
country, before any other FEuro- 
pean nation had amitted them. 
Our policy was that as long as 
they kept quit they could stay. 
The first delegation started to 
ingue propaganda, and we threw 
at out. The second did the same 
thing, but now we have a man 
who knows enough to keep quiet. 

“As long as people discuased 
Communism peacefully, we made 
no protest. But once when Bol- 
sheviem was at the height of its 
power, they began to use force, 
and staged a revolution. Then 
we used forge in return. We 
arrested 3000 people and sen- 
tenced them to from six to ten 
years imprisonment. 

“That sounds brutal, doesn’t 
it? But a few months later we 
granted amnesty to the entire lot. 
So our people know that we 
mean business, and yet we can 


and tor market from 


forgive and forget. That was the 
end of Communism. 
MANY OTHER WORRIES 

“But we have had a good many 
other worries. We have deen 
surrounded on all sides by en- 
emies—by political upheavals, by 
Bolshevism and monarch- 
fom. Hungary had ite Bela Kun 
and its King Carl, Coatia ite Rad- 
itch, Germany its Liebnecht 
and ite Ludendorf, but we have 
remained a fairly table, en ly 
democratic republic. We «a 4 
democratic people. For centuries 
we have been fighting absolutism 
—the Hapebures. This struggie— 
this spirit of democracy had grown 
into us, had become part of us. 
Without it perhaps we should not 
exist today. No other Central 
European country had it to th 
same degree. Germany is n 
monarchistic at heart and so is 
Hungary. Jugosiavia and Ru- 
mania, democratic countries, still 
have their monarchs. Poland 
having her difficulties. 

“But we are a democratic peo- 
ple. The President is the son 
of a poor blacksmith. I am the 
son of a peasant. We bave no

Simply 
by increasing the value of the 
Kronen, the remaining halt of 
their income automatically dou- 
Med. Meanwhile,” and this was 
with considerable emphasis, 
“we printed not one kronen of 
paper money. 

“Besides thia we had a plan to 
guarantee our national security. A 
small country, surrounded on all 
sides by enemies, as ours is, must 
have security either by armies or 
by alliance.

who have most to fear from the 
Hapebures, guarantee each other's 
security against their return.”

We find much greater subtie- 
ties of tone, of color aud of feeling 
in the later landecapes by Vonnoh 
than in the earlier, subtieties that 
might have become tenuosities had 
not the painter held himself so 
well in hand, had he not controlled 
the artist so firmly and so com- 
pletely. The landscapes come all 
the way from the artist's studio 
in Grez to his studio in Lyme, and 
several rtrong ones were painted 
on Preeident Coolidge’s ranch in 
Ohio. 

It you would t*now more in re- 
gard to Robert Vonnoh's views and 
ideas on art and education, you 
will find them in the article en- 
titied “The Relation of Art to Ex- 
istence,” in Arts and Decoration 
for September, 1922, and in “Von- 
noh’s Half Century,” in the Inter- 
national Studio for June, 1923.

NEW PAINTINGS BY 
LOUIS HOVEY SHARP 


Some years ago Louis Hovey 
Sharp, Pasadena painter, found 
himself very much enamored of 
the portrait. It was not a case of 


ogress as 
smocthiy as he hoped and en- 
pected, and now, at last, Iam glad 
to say, he has come back tq his 
genuine affinity in art, which is 
the painting of landscape. 

But landscape has not been 
neglected by him at any time. He 
felt the urge even when he 
yearned persistently for portrait- 
ure, and he turned out, through 
all that unsettied period, many 
creditable landscape studies, wan- 
dering, in thie search mood, 
even as far away from California 
as Arizona and New Mexico, where 
he essayed—very successfully, too 
—the Indian and the Grand Can- 
yon. 

His Grand Canyon subjects, in 
fact-—-he shows two of them in 
his present exhibition at Barker 
Brothers—are among the best 
things he has ever done. Somehow 
he has the feeling for these stu- 
pendous grandeurs of form and 
rich pomposities of color, in spite 
of the fact that he himeelf is one 
of the most modest and most 
quiet of men. But so it has al- 
ways been with artiste—you never 
can tell the inside from the out- 
side. The fire-eater may paint 
dainty little water colors, the prim 
maiden lady may offer us knobby 
nudes, raw as beefsteaks, that 
seem to have been painted with a 
trowel. 

Pleasant to relate, Sharp is rep- 
resented by landscapes only at 
Barker's. They are his best land- 
scapes, too, more than a dozen of 
them, for the gallery is too small 
for a big show—luckily. The 
artist has shown discrimination in 
his selections. He has, of late. 
become more critical of his work 


than he has been in the past. 
Last year, and the year before, 
and e year before that, his ex- 


hibitiong were too large, his falil- 
ures elbowed his successes in «6 
disconcerting way. 

I may say that the present ex- 
hibition consists of nothing but 
them very 
modest successes, it is true, but un- 
mistakably interesting and sincere 
as studies in landscape. Sincerity, 
indeed, has always been one of 
Sharp's finest characteristics, and 
it has carried him steadily for- 
ward.

MERCURY INSTEAD OF WATER 

The people of Hartford, Ct. who 
make use of electric light have 
been for some little time Supplied 
with current which was generated 


by a power plant which made use 
of ury, in the bojler instead 
of water. It is the Invention of 


an electrical engineer named Em- 
met, who has been for ten years 
working on this idea with the ob- 
ject of making the engine more 
efficient. With the same amount 
of fuel, the new mercury engine 
delivers more than twice the quan- 
tity of power. The high cost of the 
meroury is overcome by reason of 
the fact that it is never consumed. 
The vapor arising from it is used 
to drive a turbine, in the same 
manner as steam is now used in 
the steam turbine. It is then con- 
densed and returns to the boiler 
for subsequent heating without 
any loss. In the process of con- 
densation the vapor is 
through a condenser containing 
water, and this water is heated to 
such a degree that it generates 
steam. The steam is capable of 
being used in driving a steam tur- 
bine so that two separate plants 
are operated by one boiler. Al- 
though the fumes of mercury are 
poisonous, there is little danger 
connected with its use in this ca- 
pacity. The pipes and boiler are 
welded at all the joints, so that 
there is no possibility of escaping 
fumes and in the event of a break 
in the line, the escaping vapor at 
once condenses and solidifies and 
may be returned to the beer for 
heating. A break in a steam pipe 
could be much more disastrous, 
The steam turbine was a very 
great advance over the recipro- 
eatinys engine, but the present in- 
novation is sald to represent a 
greater advance over the steam 
turbine. 


CANADA'S. DEBT STATIONARY

PACIFIC NORTHWEST 
RELIES ON TRUCKS 


The lumber output of the Pa- 
cific Coast last year was approzxi- 
mately 300,000,000 feet. The vast 
quantities of loge and lumber are 
moved by rail but as the cut is 

ushed back farther and farther, 
eaving small! stands inaccessible to 
rallroada, the truck comes into its 
own. It is said that more logs and 
lumber are hauled on Mack trucks 
in the Pacific Northwest than any 
other form of motor transport. 
The service is particularly severe. 
The trucks work deep in the 
woods, often having to make their 
own trails. A number of the lum- 
ber companies maintain private 
roads in order to facilitate truck 
movements. Some of the hauls are 
twenty miles long.

The old March wind was made 
howe. kite-flying! One of these fine, 
breezy days you'll wish you had a 
wood and paper ship ready to sail 
the clouds, or a Snoppyquop scout 
to send up to Investigate the spring 
weather. Then why not select a 
model from the group of winners 
above and get it ricged up in flying 
shape so that the first windy day 
will not find you unprepared, for 
the fun? 


When you put together a kite, 
you're not only making a toy, but 


also an instrument, simple though 


it is, that’s been used in scientific 
invention and construction. The 
first kites were made by Chinese 
boys thousands of years ago for 
playthings. They had the dest 
80 ot materials— lightweight 
bamboo and rice paper, which they 
decorated with flying fish and red 
dragons. Kite-fiying was a favor- 
ite amusement of the Japanese 
and Hindus a long time ago. 
Coming down to the present day, 
we find that Benjamin Franklin 
used a kite to prove that lighting 
is electricity. A kite string car- 
ri the firet wire across Niagara

Falls for the erection of a suspen- 
sion bridge, then a heavier wire 
was drawn across by the lighter 
one, and a heavief one still by that, 
until a cable spanned the river. 
Kites have been used for opening 
up communication with great 
heights such as high chimneys and 
mountain peaks, using the kite line 
to draw up a heavier one. Kites 
have even been used for meterolo- 
gical observations.

sizes, that is, two feet and under. 


should be made first. Kites, you 
know, are very delicate to con- 
struct and balance, but not too 
hard if the boy (or girl, teo, for 
that matter) uses care. Experience 
with a small kite will enable you 
to make larger and more compli- 
cated forme later on. 

The object to strive after is the 
gone degree of lightness possi- 

le, plus strength and balance. 
Sticks that are light enough to use 
are spruce, tamarack, Norway pine, 
red cedar. white pine and elm. 
They should be cut of a thickness 
which is about one-thirtieth of the 
kite length. Cedar and spruce 


| 


particularly bend well. For the 
cover use a good, tough tissue 
paper, or better, if it is possible to 
find it, riee paper from a Japanese 
or Chinese shop. Brown wrapping 
paper does very well also. 

Notice in the diagrams that 
very few sticks are used. They are 
stiff’ and strong. though, and the 
kite string and tall are arranged so 
that the kite will balance. Kite 
sticks are weakened by nailing or 
tacking, except on very large ones, 
o you must lash them securely in- 
stead. If you glue them and tie 
them as well your kite joints are 
doubly secure.

BASKETBALL 


Dribbling is difficult for the in- 
experienced because he must 
watch the ball as he dribbles 
and at the same time keep his 
eye on opposing players. Begin-

ners will have to give all their 
time to watching the ball, but 
practice will teach them to do the 
two things at the same time both 
with accuracy. 

Correct dribbles must bounce in 
front of the player and at a com- 
fortable distance away from his 
body. A player must not bounce 
the ball so close that it becomes 
awkward to handle or strike the 
feet and bound away. If the ball 
bounces too far away, there is 
Manger of its being captured by 
opponent. 


STRIKE BALL FIRMLY 
Strike the ball with a firm, b 


not rigid stroke, that will cause it 
to rise about waist high. Bounce 


it at a comfortable distance from 


the body in front and slightly to 
the side. 


Keep in mind these four cau- 
tons on dribbling: 

(1.) Touch the ball with only 
one hand at a time. 
(2.) Dribble 
Don't stop dribbling and begin 
again unless the ball has been 
passed between the two opera- 

tions. 

(3.) Take only one step before 
dribbling or in between dribbles. 
Do not run with the ball. 

(4.) Be ready to pass the ball 
at all times. Watch not only the 
ball but other players also. Do 
not concentrate on the ball so as 
to forget your team play.

Deciduous Plants 


All deciduous plants, fruit trees or orna- 
require the same planting care. 

Keep them 
damp and covered until ready to drop in 
the hole, then do this quickly, cover with 
damp soil and water at once. If on re- 
ceipt such plants are withered or shriveled, 
lay the whole plant in a trench, cover en- 
tirely with soil, wet down and let it so re- 
main for at least five days. The top will 
then have absorbed moisture and become 
plump, which it would never have done if 
planted so the top was in the dry, warm 
air. Bare-root roses, if withered, should bw 
treated likewise. 

Never put raw or fresh manure next to 
newly-planted roots of any kind. Dig holes 
larcé enough so roots may be spread freely 
in all directions. Do not head back or cut 
off trunk until you know why you are do 
ing it. Walnut trees, for.example, should 
he built from a central shaft that should 
never be headed. Fig trees, of same form 
un walnuts, should not be headed back. All 
deciduous plants should be whitewashel 
the same day they are set out,

-FACTS AND FICTION ABOUT THE 
FEEDING OF MINERALS TO STOCK 


BY DR. LESLIE M. HURT, Los Angeles County Live-Stock Inepector 


OOKING backward occasionally, the 

_*tockmen of today realize that we have 

not always had the troubles we now 
have among our domestic live stock. We 
can remember occasional outbreaks of pe- 
culiar or plagues, but these 
seemed fpw and far between and of com- 
paratively short duration. The common ail- 
ments of today, such as abortion, retained 
placentae, mammitis, sterility, tuberculosis 
and others, are sometimes too prevalent and 
too serious to allow us to keep our flocks 
and herds up to a high degree of efficiency. 
We do not remember their having been of 
serious consequence in the old days. A 
great many of our older breeders tell us 


that such things just did not occur in for- 
mer times. 


As we compare the different animals in a 
herd, and neighboring herds with each 
other, we are brought face to face with the 
fact that there is a peculiarity about some 
which enables them to escape the disas- 
trous effects of those diseases which are 
becoming so prevalent, while others suc-

munity” and may be defined as the resist- 
ance which enables an animal to withstand 
the attacks of pathogenic bacteria or para-

In order that an animal may have a maxi- 


mum of immunity it is necessary for all the 
body structures to be in a normal, healthy 
condition. This requires that all the cells 
of these structures be supplied with the ele- 
ments of which they are composed, abund- 
antly and. in readily assimilable form. This 
is secured fn a state of nature by the ready 
access to natural foods in the form of for- 
age, leaves, bark, roots, pure water and 
mineral exposures or “licks.” It is also 
vital that the end products of cell activity or 
metabolism be removed as rapidly as 
formed, which is likewise insured to an- 
mals in the native state by the exercise re-

“BALANCED RATIONS” 

A great deal has been written in the past 
about balanced rations. The importance of 
balancing proteid with the right amount of 
carbohydrates and fats was recognized a 
long time ago, and the need of such a bal- 
ance is still recognized, but it is now known 
that the matter of providing a proper and 
complete ration is much more complicated 
than was formerly imagined. Many very 
important facts have been overlooked on 
account of incomplete observations, faulty 
laboratory conditions or equipment, lack of 
sufficiently delicate tests and analyses to 
recognize vital reactions. In a resume of 
some of the important data on feeding, de- 
rived from careful experiments, the Wiscon- 
sin Station says: 

“In view of-the facts already presented, 
it appears that there is a decided physio 
logical value to our feeds, whose proper or 
improper combination may make for vigor, 
résistance and splendid conditions, or for 
weakness, low resistance, and poor condi 
tion of the individual. The determination 
of this physiological value, coupled with the 
dynamic value, and those other essential 
factors of adequate ash and protein, should 
ultimately give us proper scientific ground 
for the nutrition of our domestic animals.” 

The statement is sometimes made that 
science is always changing, and many 
inclined to place little confidence in 
conclusions of scientific men, or the 
ings of our experiment stations. As a 
ter of fact, while science 
sometimes discards older theoretical

POMONA.—Russefi . Pitzer of this city, 
president of the Monte Vista Citrus Fruit 
Association, recently announced that the or- 
ganization will erect a new and entirely 
modern packing-plant, as the present quar- 
ters are taxed to capacity and with the new 
acreage coming into production.

“Bince there is no doubt that tuberculin 
wil] continue to be used in the work of 
tuberculosis eradication it remains for live- 
stock owners to find a solution to an im- 
portant problem with respect to identifi- 
cation of diseased cattle. It is a universal- 
ly accepted fact that control of tuberce 
losis in cattle never can be accomplished 
until the diseased animals, when found, can 
thereafter be identified as such. For the 
detection of this dongerous disease in cattle, 
we must rely mainly on tuberculin. If 
breeders and authorities are agreed that the 
identification of tuberculous animals is 
necessary, they must next consider what 
distinguishing marks to employ so that a 
di animal may be readily recognized 
It is essential that breeders decide this 
question before attempting further meas 
ures in the contro] and eradication of tuber- 
culosis. 

“Since the enactment of our tuberculosis- 
eradication law, the question has occasion- 
ally arisen regarding the wholesomeness of 
the meat of any tuberculous animal. Un- 
like many other diseases, tuberculosis under 
certain conditions may be localized and 
walled off by the tissues in such a manner 
that only a small portion of the carcass 
would contain any traces of the germs of 
the disease. It is only when the disease is 
extensively developed, or when the localized 
area is not removed and destroyed, that the 
carcass of a reactor is regarded as unfit 
for food. The extent of tuberculous 
is determined in all reactors slaughtered 
under State or Federal supervision.

or the power to assimilate them when they 
are added to the food, seems to depend to 
a large extent upon the vitamine content 
of the food and the intestinal contents. 
When given with feed lacking seriously in 
vitamine content, they produce little if any 
results, but when added to a ration notably 
rich in vitamines, naturally present or arti- 
ficially added, their results are soon noted. 
Animals not only improve in general tone, 
but will often give a substantial increase in 
milk flow. The effect upon the condition 
of the reproductive apparatus will be slow- 
er to manifest itself, several months some- 
times passing before rehlly apparent re 
sults are obtained. Such effect will certain- 
ly not be in evidence until the animal has 
been enabled to build up her mineral store 
until she actually has a reserve to -draw 
upon for other purposes than her own 
needs, and the manufacture of daily milk. 
The results are positive, however, where 
the proper use of minerals has been per- 
sisted in, and the abortions, with their at- 
tendant sequelae which so often render the 
cows, sterile, gradually disappear.

ENTY years ago if the = straggling 
rancher in the Salt River Valley of 
Arizona had been told that by 1923 


farms and orchards would spread gr ery 
in the place of drab gressewood tre one 
rudu, range of hills to another. he proba- 
bly would have taken it as an unkind jest. 
Yet last year over 300,000 acres were in 
irrigated crops in the region. it he had 
been told further that an irrigation system 
was to be created which would enable the 
ranchers to produce $21,000,000 worth of 
foodstuffs and live stock without having to 
pay much of anything for water—well, he 
would have thought that was carrying the 
joke too far. 


Yet, that is precisely what has come about 
This great reclamation project. brought in 
by the construction of the Roosevelt Dam, 
has not only transformed desert into farim- 
lands; it has also, through revenue from 
the sale of power, started the cost of water, 
to the members of the association now own- 
ing the project, in a downward direction. 11 
is even calculated that the vanishing point 
of water costs will be reached in the not 
distant future, and that thereafter divi- 
dends will be available. 

This happy situation applies to the own- 
ers of some 5400 land holdings of about 
forty acres each under the original Salt 
River project of 203,302 acres. The annual 
income from the sale of hydroelectric power 
made in five power plants belonging to the 
project is over $600,000. A further income 
is derived from the sale of water outside 
the project. In 1922 the income just about 
balanced the cost of operating and maintea- 
ance. In January, 1923, the association vot- 
ed a bond issue of $1,800,000 for further 
power development. The additions and im- 
provements will double the present power 
income. So, with over a million dollars in 
sight each year, the association of water 
users looks forward to the retirement of 
all debts, free water, and dividends by the 
year 1937. The cost of wate. will be about 
$3.50 per acre for the coming year and 
about $1.30 per acre from (925 until the 
vahishing point is reached. 

The Salt River project has attained to 
maturity and success—-a higher degree of 
success than was anticipated—at a time 
when it is an exceptionally valuable work- 
ing model for other projecis about to be 
undertaken in the Southwest. 

The Salt River project was tho 
project undertaken by the United States 
Reclamation Service. It Was started ip 
1906 and completed in 1911. The 25.5 
square miles of reservoir, created by the 
Roosevelt Dam, collected its full quota of 
1,367,305 acre-feet in April, 1915, and much 
water overflowed tHe side gates and went to 
waste. 

The construction of the dam, irrizatton 
System and power plants cost the govern- 
ment $11,285,934.94. The money was ad- 
vanced and the government managed the 
project for five years. Under the Federal 
regulations, no, individual can own more 
than 160 acres, and no homestead entry 
could be made on more thah forty acres.
